The Naval Appropriation bill as passed by 
the economic House provided simply for one 
armored cruiser. The Senate committee rec- 
ommended that provision be made also for 
one battleship, one harbor defense monitor, 
four light-draft gunboats, and six torpedo 
boats. Senator McPherson, a New Jersey 
Democrat, moved as an amendment te strike 
out the appropriation for the cruiser and the 
battleship because he did not think those ves- 
sels would be of “ any use:”’ 
Senator Vest was a cordial supporter of his 
views, and said that in view of the peaceful 
relations of the United States with the werd 
atlarge the navy it wes proposed to build 
would be merely a “spectacular one,’ and 
that there was more “ naval jingoism about 
the destruction of property along our coast 
in the case of war than on any other topic. 
‘No city nad been destroyed by bombardment 
in war.” President John Adams believéd in 
a navy, and, thanks to him, several fngates 
were constructed in spite of the protests of the 
Jeffersonians, who talked then as they do now 
of a “spectacular navy,”’ and who claimed 
that the policy of this country was one of per- 
petual peace. The service which those de- 
spised vessels rendered in the War of 1812 is 
past computation. They put ap effectual end 
to the brag that “‘ Britannia ruled the waves.” 
Senator Vest’s statement that no city was 
ever destroyed by bombardment in war is 
historically ixcorrect. There was not much 
left of Algiers after Lord Exmouth got 
through with it and the condition of Charles- 
ton at the close of the long-distance hammer- 
ing of the Federa! cannon was not an enviable 
one. It is not likely that one of the wealthy 
cities of modern days would wait to be de- 
stroyed. It would ransom itself to escape de- 
struction, as many cities have done in the 
past. Before some English vessels began 
pitching bombs into New York City~ the citi-

THE STATE AND THE COAL BUSINESS. 

The “People’s party” of Dlinois ie to hold 
its convention at Danville today for the pur- 
pose of nominatmmg State officers and enunciat- 
ingamass of economic: absurdities. There 
will be present a delegation from’ Cook 
County, which has been instructed to support 
Taubeneck for Governor and to insist on the 
adoption of the following plank for the benefit 
of the consumers of soft coal in this city: 

That the State shall under the right of eminent 
domain secure possession of coal mines and 
operate them so that consumers may secure this 
indispensable #Wgicic at cost and the mine-work- 
ers living wages and humane conditions of em- 
ployment. 

This demand grows out of the effort the 
Massachusetts Bellamyites have been making 
for the establishment of municipal coal and 
wood yards, where those articles should be 
sold to consumers at cost: The proposition 
has been squelched there by the Sopreme 
Court, which has given its opinion that— 

If there be any advantage. to the inhabitants in 
buying and selling coal aid wood for fuel at the 
risk of the commnnity on a large scale, and on 
what has been called thecodperative plan, we are 
of the opinion that the Constitution does not con- 
template this as one of the ends for which the 
governinent was established or us a public service 
for which cities and towns may be authorized to 
tax their inhabitants. Wo theréfore auswer the 
question in the negative. 

Itis probable that the Supreme Court of 
this State would decide that: the Legislature 
has not the authority to convert the State 
Government into a coal merchant, but, even if 
it had, who would be benefited if the State 
were to buy and work coal mines and sell the 
product at cost? As faras can be seen the 
sole beneficiaries would be the miners. They 
would unquestionably get larger wages .than 
now, for that party which controlled the State

NO MORE GAS ORDINANCES WANTED. 

Another tearing up. of the streets ‘of the 
South Division of the city, including the busi- 
ness district, is threatened in behalf of an- 
other gas company. It is asserted on what 
appears to be good authority that the Mutual 
Gas company of Hyde Park iutends to apply 
for an ordinance permitting it to extend its 
mains and pipes through all the streets, alleys, 
and avenues of the old city. Under its pres- 
ent charter it can extend its pipes only 
through the Thirty-second and Thirty-third 
Wards and that portion of the Thirty-fourth 
within the Townstup of Hyde Park.) It wants 
a wider field of operations, and a combination 
has been formed among the Aldermen, it 1s 
said, to assist it. The argument to be used is 
that the new company will furnish gas at 50 
cents per thousand, whereas the old Hyde 
Park company charges $1. But in the light 
of the facts this will not be a good argument. 
Last January Tae Trrsuns made gn investi- 
gation of this subject and found that the Hyde 


pared theie bills with those of former times, 
came to the conclusion that the old gas was 
the cheaper. One of the consumers who.came 
to this conclusion is Mr. J. Frank Aldrich, 
Commissioner of Public Works, and at one 
time an officer of the new company. He 
used the new gas, but this spring ordered 
the pipes and meter of the new company 
taken out of his house, and the old compa- 
nies are now serving him with dollar gas, 
which he finds cheaper than the 50-cent arti- 
cle, It is not likely under the circumstances 
that gas-consuiners would reap any advan- 
tage from the extension of the pipes of the 
new company north of Thirty-ninth street. 
The Council ought not, therefore, to permit 
a new tearing up of the streets. 

The passage of an ordinance for such a 
purpose would be taken by the people as 
convincing evidence that the present Council 
is as corrupt as those which gave franchises 
to the Consumers’, the Equitable, and the 
Economic, It has been proved that the way 
to deal with old companies and their extor- 
tions is not by granting franchises to pre- 
tended competitors, but by appealing to the 
vourts or the Legislature. If an ordinance 
is introduced for the benefit of the Mutual 
it should be placed on file at once. Such 
action would give the people some confi- 
dence in the honest intentions of the Alder- 
men, 


FIGHTING A COLOSSAL MONOPOLY. 

The report recently made by Manager Leeds 
to the Traffic Association of California is the 
first step in what promises to be a determined 
fight of the people of that State against the 
Southern Pacific railroad monopoly and its 
discriminations against San Francisco and the 
business of the whole interior. The report sets 
’ forth that the outrageous local’ rates are not 
only antagonistic to the interests of Safi Fran- 
cisco and the State, but they have been made 
with the purpose “ to annihilate all competi- 
tion by sea, to force the whole commerce of 
this State over the lines provided by the Jouth- 
ern Pacific company, to cireumscribe the terri- 
tory of this trade to a smdil radius within 
reach of the Bay of San Francisco, and to 
make the interior of this State absolutely sub- 
servient to that company.”” As a sample of 
these outrageous discriminations the rates in 
California are at least 50 per cént more than 
thesame service in Kansas, where the gross 
earnings per mile ot road are less than one- 
half what the Southern Pacific. company 
earns in the former State, whereas there is no 
reason why any difference should exist, unless 
it were in the lessening of California rates. 

Such is the condition of things against 
which the Traffic Association has arisen to re- 
volt and in this revolt it is going to try heroic 
measures, It is determined to secure ** com- 
plete and equitable revision or the local 
tariffs which wili admit of the free and profit- 
able commercial intercourse between all 
points im the State where it is necessary or 
desirable to have it,’”’ which would have the 
effect to correct the through as well as the 
local rates. To carry out this determination 
the Tariff Association will not file any com- 
plaint with the State Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners. This it has done already and 
more than once, but to no purpose, for the 
sufficient reason that this board is dominated 
by the Southern Pacific company. It pro- 
poses to appeal to the people of the State to 
sweep the State Board out of existence, “ to 
erase from thé statute books of California 
every vestige of the existing railroad legisla- 
tion, and to enact laws that will bring about 
low railroad rates for every shipper, industry, 
and locality of the entire State.”” The Traffic 
Association says in its appeal: 

If it becomes necessary to make a political fight 
our support ind:rvidually and collectively should 
be thrown to those who ate pledged to our fight, 
regardless of political party or any other consid- 
eration. Wedo not underestimate the impor 
tance of the present situation with reference to 
the commerce of this State; the situation is ex- 
tremely critical; the trade is gradually and sure- 
ly being forced into other channels, and the case 
demands heroic treatment at the hands of every 
merchant, every owner of real estate, and every 
capitalist of tbe cities, and every producer and 
every consumer of the State at large. No man can 
afford for any consideration of temporary advan- 
tage or otherwise to be a disinterested spectator 
to the contest which has been begun; this should 
become a common cause to all. It is by far the 
most importaat question there is in the State of 
California today and should on no account be- 


come secondary to any other. 
This is the situat#®n which has been forced 


upon the people of California by the criminal 
toleration of Congress, and the indifference, 
if not something worse, of a subservient State 
Board which has lent itself to the schemes of 
the Southern Pacific. They have allowed this 
gormandizing, vampire road to sap out the 
very life of the people of California by 
“charging all the traffic will bear,” and this 
too on subsidized roads built by government 
‘money and credit, or built out of the profite of 
the main subsidized track.

Thereare two important points which should 
not be lost sight of in canvassing the merits 
of the question. One is that the wholesale and 
retail distinction has long been observed in 
the making of freight rates. The carioad is 
the unit, and anythfigless than that pays 
more per 100 pounds than if the consignment 
formed the complement of the car’s capacity. 
The other is that the consequences of making 
party rates for passenger service are not like- 
ly to be disastrous ag between conflicting in- 
terests, unless it be those of the carrying com- 
panies themselves. The granting of a special 
rate toa party of passengers when another 
party may secure passage on the same terms 
does not affect business rivalry between dif- 
ferent sections of the country or competing 
merchants at the same point. On the other 
hand freight discriminations directly tend to 
change the course of commercial streams, and 
fo do so in that worst of all ways, the drying 

-up of the smalier ones, giving to a few large 
operators ‘a monopoly of the business of their 
class or section. The man who 1s doing a 
large business has already an advantage over 
asmall competitor in the fact that many of 
his expense items aré less per dollar’s worth 
of property handled. If to this be added 
lower freight rates than are granted to the 
other the latter is unable to compete at all 
He is crowded to the wall and obliged to stand 
there idly watching his successful rival build 
up a fortune by means which he cannot but 
regard as grossly unfair. 


The prevention of thjs exclusivencss was | 


sought to be accomplished by the Inter-State 
Commerce law. If it not done all that 
was wished or ex the intention was 
good and the motive a cotrect one. Neither 
is likely to be affected injuriously by the de- 
cision in regard to passenger rates, and it is 
not probable the railroad managers will con- 
strue it to their own serious detriment or 
treat the public with greater injustice than at 
present. Their understanding is said to be

So the 
decision by the Supreme Court in regard to 
passenger tates is just and reasonable,”’ and 
as such cannot legitimately be construed as 
favoring the grave injustice in freight rates 
which the law was, especially designed to

WHAT WILL THE SCHEME COST? 

The Herald was asked by this paper to state 
the way in which the 300,000 cubic feet of lake 
water which cannot be supplied to the drain- 
age channel through the main river and the 
South Branch should be supplied to that chan- 
hel in case it were made with a capacity for 
‘600,000 cubic feet. Itsewas asked also what the 
cost would -be. It answers the first ques- 
tion, but not the second. 

The reply of the Herald is that the 300,000 
feet extracan be had by cuttmg a channel 
across the South Division from the lake to the 
east fork of the South Branch at the Stock- 
Yards. That is the plan recommended by 
the Committee of the Western Socicty of En- 
gineers in its recent report on the improve- 
ment of harbor facilities. .Tho reply was the 
only one which can be made. Since the river 
and South Branch cannot be widened and 
deepened so as to carry 600,000 cubic feet, it 
will be necessary, if that quantity is to be 
supplied, to cut a supplemental channel. 

There are no engineering difficulties in the 
way, but what will the work cost? When the 
present majority in the Drainage Board came 
into power it found that plans had been 
adopted for a channel with fixed bridges ex- 
tending westward from the Stock-Yards to 
the main channel. The first thing done was 
to resolve in the interests of navigation that 
the bridges, whether constructed by railroads 
or the municipality, must be swing ones. Hav- 
mg dope that the board recoiled aghast when 
it came to see what the cost would be. The 
few railroads whose lines would be crossed by 
the proposed short channel showed what the 
damage would be to their business if they were 
compelled to cross it on swing bridges. The 
board, though it looks on an expenditure of 
millions much as an ordinary man does on 
that of five doilars, felt compelled to abandon 
the project. 

If economic reasons forebade the construc- 
tion of soshorta channel, crossing so few 
lines, who will defend the construction’ of a 
longer channel, crossing all the roads between 
the lake shore and the main channel? Were 
such a cut across the South Division made on 
the shortest line, that of Thirty-ninth street, 
it would be necessary to take the ertire width 
of the street and practically the two tiers of 
blocks on each side, The number of railroad 
tracks to be crossed is imnumerable. Count- 
ing in land damages, railroad damages, cost 
of bridges, which the Sanitary District would 
have to build and operate, the cost would not 
be far from thirty millions, and will increase 
as land values go up. The Sanitary District 
has not the money with which to foot such a 
bill. 

Where is it to be raised? The Committee of 
Engineers says “the codperation of the city 
and the United States Government should be 
secured ”’ in making the two cuts proposed, 
one across the North and the other across the 
South Division. To secure the aid of the 
former amounts to nothing, for city and dis- 
trict draw from the same purse and tax the 
same individuals. ‘the burden of taxation is

The Rev. William Alexander, D. D., of the 
Presbytery of Benica, Cal., is also talked of.

Livingstone were hustling about in Robertson’s 
interest. ° They had a hard fight on hand and 
knew no time was to be lost. After awhile 
the convention got down to a roll-call., 

First Blood for Cleveland. 

This was the test of the strength of the 
Cleveland and anti-Cleveland or, to be more 
accurate, Hill factions. Barrow was a Cleve- 
land man, known and recognized as such. 
Robertson, a mill-owner, represented the Hull 
party.

Yesterday delegates representing each 
county Alliance met here in open violation of 
the State law, held a secret political confer- 
erence ty which only those who haa 
the ‘password of the order were ad- 
mitted, The conference lasted until 
midnight and was, a stermy one. 
The great majority of its members were third 
party men, but Democratic: members proved 
thorns in their sides. L. L. Polk made three 
speeches in support of the third party, and 
urged Alliance men not to go into the Demo. 
cratic State convention today but to form a 
third party outright. Marion Butler, Presi- 
dent of the State Alliance, favored going mto 
the Democratic convention and forcing the 
St. Louis platform upon it. 

The Democratic convention met this morn- 
ing with 1,006 delegates, all the counties being 
fully represented.

Senator Irby, Chairman of the State Dem- 
oeratic Executive committee, called the con- 
véntior to order, and W. J. Talbert, ex-State 
Alliance Lecturer. was made President. * Till- 
man and anti-Tillman delegates from Rich- 
land County claimed seats and the latter were 
seated. After appointing the Committee on 
Platform the convention adjourned uatil 8 p. 
m 


In the meantime a caucus was held of Alli- 
ance delegates and delegates sympathizing 
with the farmers’ movement, over three- 
fourths of the delegates were present. The 
caucus decided to vote for Gov. Till:nan, Sen- 
ator J. L. M. Irby, J. William Stockes, Presi- 
dent of the State Farmers’ Alliance, and C.

METHODIST ITINRRACY COMMIT- 


TEE OPPOSES THE OLD LIMIT. 


Bishops and Elders, Not the Almanses, 
Should Decide a Pastor's Usefulness— 
The M. BR General Conference Passes 
the Discussing This Question and 
Electing Off_icers—Dr. Lewis Curts of 
Chicago Elected Agent of the Cincinnati 
Book Concern, 

Bishop Foster was in the chair this morning 
at the Methodist conference. The special or- 
der tor today was the discussion of the time 

Charles Baker of Saltimore, the fraternal 
delegate from the Independent Methodist 
Church, was then introduced and read his ad- 
dress, It began with the organization of one 
Independent church in Baltimore thirty years 
ago.

A resolution was then introduced we grraoape 
the satisfaction of the conference upon the ef-

ing the hope that in the near future all 
branches of the great Methodist Church would 
become one body. It was adopted. 
Bishop Foss’ Famine Kesolation, 

Bishop Foss requested the privilege of pre- 
senting a miuute which had been prepared by 
the Bishops and which they desired to have 
the conference adopt. The resolution ex- 
pressed great satisfaction upon _ the fact that 
the American people, and especially the Meth- 
odist brethren, had liberally replied in reliev- 
ing the Russian sufferers,” The Bishops hoped 
the good work would continue and that the 
famine-stricken people of Russia would be 
rescued from their perils by the swift-sailing 
messengers carrying provisions from Amer- 


ica.

Lewis Curts of Chicago was therefore declared 
elected as the associate of Dr. Cranston in the 
management of the Cincinnati Book Coucern. 

It was the 
report of Itineracy committee proposing to 
strike out that section in the discipline pro- 
viding for the five year limit on the pastorate 
and to allow the Bishops to send a minister 
back to the saine place year after year if their 
judgment considered such action expedient. 
Dr. Arthur Edwards, editor-of the North- 
western Christian Advocate, published at 
Chicago, was the first speaker. He favored 
the idea of abolishing the five year limit. It 
was held, he said. by some that this would 
abolish itineracy. It would do no such 
thing. Every pastorate would close at the 
end of every year justas it does now. This 
would simply give the Bishops and presiding 
elders power to keep men in those places 
where they could be of the greatest benefit to 
the church and it would. entirely remove the 
apparent claim of the pastors upon the right 
to be kept in the same place for tive years. 
The report from the tellers upon the action 
of the retary for the Sunday-School and 
Tract Society was then announced. J. A. 
Hurlbut was elected almost unanimously.

If the rules of the conference had permit- 
ted Dr. Buckley would have been elected by a 
rising vote, but the rules provide that a ballot 
must be taken on all elections. The ballot 
ved editor of the Christian Advocate was then 
taken. 

The fact that the conference was trying to 
Garry on two kinds of business at the same 
time made the session appear somewhat ir- 
regular. 

The tellers came in with the result of the 
election forthe editorof the Methodist Re- 
view. Dr. J, W. Mendenhall was elected by a 
large majority. He has been editor of the Re- 
view during the last quadrennium. 

A Minority Report Presented. 

Dr. H. M. Movre was nominated for the 
editorship of the Western Christian Advocate 
of Cincinnati. Dr. Moore had been the spe- 
cial champion of the women in the discussions 
that have been waged in the church for several 
years upon the admission of women as dele- 
gates to the general conference. His nomi- 
nation for editorship of the Western Advocate 
was heartily seconded by a score of delegates. 

After the ballot was taken the tellers retired 
and the report of the Committee on Itineracy 
regarding the time limit was again taken up. 
The Rev. Ackerman of Tennessee, made some 
pretty lively thrusts at the Presidmg Elders 
and the Bishops, and created a good deal of 
merriment. A minority report was presentea 
opposing the abelishing of the present limit, 
five years, 

Dr. Caswell of Southern California got the 
floor. He was in favor of the majority re- 
port. He held that the needs of the church 
and the judgment of the Bishops and Presid- 
ing Elders should decide uvon the appcint- 
ments amd not almancs. He believed in keep- 
ing men in the places where they could do the 
most good, regardless of the number of years. 
He liked the idea of iife pastors, 

The result of the ballo§ for editor of the 
Christian Advocate was: Total number of 
votes, 462; Dr. Buckley, 363; Dr. J. H. Potts, 
81; Frances E. Will 15; and the rest seat- 
tering. re were several frivolous votes 
cast.

FIVE YEARS OF LABOR FOR BOYS. 


—— 


Work A 
Which Cares for the Homeless. 

The annual meeting of the Association of 
the Illinois School of Agriculture Manual 
Training for Boys was heid at the tlub-room 
of the Sherman House Tuesday. There was 
a large attendance of members and fnends of 
the association. The meeting was called to 
order by Mr. Chumasero, President, who made 
an address reviewing the great work accom- 
plished during the five years since the organ- 
ization of theschool. The Secretary and Gen- 
eral Manager, O. L. Dudley, then read his re- 
port of the, year’s work. The report showed 


that 177 boys were at the school at the close of | 


the last fiscal year. During the present year 
268 new boys were received, Of the total 251 
were placed in homes or returned to friends, 
The financial statement showed expenditures 
and debt of $40,416 and receipts, etc., of 
$26,388. The farm has proved extremely suc- 
cessful, the 2p eg figuring up $2,609. In 
the five years of the school 820 boys have been 
eared for. The total cost of siatation and 
caring for them has averaged $108 for each 


boy. 

The Treasurer, Frederick T. Haskell, then 
made his report of the receipts and disburse- 
ments of the funds of the school, which 
showed that about $24,580 had been received 
and all disbursed but about $80. He also re- 
ported that he held $5,000 just contributed by 
a friend for a new cot ° 

The Superintendent, Mrs. U. L. Harrison, 
read an interesting report showimg the work 
accem plished at the school and the mana 
ment ot the boys committed to her care, The 
Auxiliary committee through its Chairman, 
Mrs. Milton Jay, read the report of the com- 
mittee, showi good accomplished through 
this channel. Secretary read the report 
of Dr. N. £. Oliver, the home physician, 
which was most gratifying, as it showed there 
was no sickness in the home; that they had 
never lost a child by death. 

Assistant State’s-Attorney Elliott addressed 
the meeting at some length, after which fol- 
lowed the election of directors. : 

J. T. Chumasero, Milton George, and O. L. 
Dudley were reélected directors to serve three 
years, and Rollin A. Keyes was chosen in 
place of Thomas Kane to serve two years. 
The association then adjourned and the Board. 
of Directors convened and reélected all the 
old officers.

E. MARIAN MIGNEAULT IS AFTER 
P. FRED HARTING. 


She Claims That the Pacific Portrait 
House, of Which Warting Is President 
and Treasurer, Hasn’t Paid Her Accrued 
Dividends on iO § end That Harting 
Js Favoring a Rival Company as Well 
as Devoting Moneys from the Pacific 
Concern to His Own Use—Court News. 

A bill for an accounting and a receiver was 

filed in the Circuit Court yesterday by E. 
Marian Migneault against the Pacific Portrait 
House and P. Fred Harting, its President and 
Treasurer. Complainant says she purchased 
1,260 shares of stock in the defendant corpora- 
tion because of statements made in a pros- 
pectus that the gross amount of business for 
the first quarter of 1891 was $74,945; that the 
accrued profits exceeded $30,000; and that the 
company guaranteed a dividend of 3 per cent 
quarterly. The complainant says the profits 
amount to 20 per cent on the capital of $500,- 
000 and she complains that she has not yet re- 
veived a dividend. It is claimed that Harting 
pays to himself an exorbitant salary of $10,- 
000; that he is diverting the funds of the cor- 
poration to his own use througha concern 
he established called the Crescent Crayon 
company, which has the same object as the 
Pacific company; and that Hartmg is wreck- 
ing the Pacific company. with his Crescent 
concern, The court is asked to protect com- 
plainant as a stockholder... Harting is accused 
of living at the rate of 000 a year, derived 
from the profits of the Pacific company, and 
he is finally charged with failureto earn the 
$10,000 a year he retains for services,
